a ees Ufe of it; and therefore we 
enerally find, in moft IntroduCtions to publick Dif- 
ourfes, this Maxim laid down asthe priscipal Motive 
owards their being fentinto the World. But it hath 
ertainly very often happen’d, that Writers who have 
»ned this as a Cauſe, have yet aéted with a very 
Jifcrent Defign ; of which fo many Inflances eccur 
o my Thoughts, that I fancy nota tew will ftrike 

e Memory of the intelligent Reader ; and there- 
fore, as 1am by no means fond of Cenfure, I fhall 
not fo much as mention one. Yet, tho’ many have 

ontradiéted their Profeflions on this Head, not a 
wable and elegant Writers have fully performed 
heir Promifes ot this Sort. Thus the ingenious 
uthor of the Tatler drew the reigning Follies of 
he Times in which he wrote in Colours lively 
nd pleafant, that the Publick readily confeffed their 
pprobation of his Labours, not only by a loud 
Applaufe, but by a general Amendment. In like 
Manner, the great Mr. Addifon, in his Freebolder, 
yofed certain Opinions and Practices to the View 
of the Publick with fuch Truth, as well as wich 
uch an agreeable Beauty in his Sentiments and Lan- 
guage, that his Papers were as ferviceable to the Go- 
verament as if each of chem had-been a Battalion. 
I might, with much Sincerity, fay the like of Cato’s 
Letters, but the very naming them is a fufficient Pa- 
negyrick ; and therefore I will not run the Hazard 
of being thought a Flatterer by faying more. 

It was the Defire of imitating thefe great Men, 
as far as my Abilities will give me Leave, and no 
Man can do more, which firft induced me to publifh 
my Thoughts in this and other Papers, and which 
hath of late inclined me to digrefs frequently from 

the thorny Paths of Politicks, in order to examine 
fuch other Subjects as might fuit the Notice of 
the Publick, and thereby render me its Servant in a 
more extenfive Senfe. With this View folely I have 
determined to dedicate this Paper to the Confideration 
of Mr. Wbitfield’s Manner of Preaching, which hath 
made fo much Noife, and which feems at prefent in 
no Danger of making lefs; and for doing this, I 
think I can affign feveral juft and weighty Reafons. 

Tue Nature and Manner of Mr. Whitfeld's 
Preaching, the Accounts he has given us of him- 
felf, and the Accounts given of him by his Difciples, 
are fo extraordinary in themfelves, and feem to be 
intended by them to pafs for fuch new and flrange 
things, as fufficiently warrant the Examination of any 
publick Writer. We are told, that he is another 
Mofes , that he is an Apoftolick Man, and truce Preacher 
of Chrift’s Gofpel: It therefore imports the Publick 
very much to be rightly informed, whiether he be, or 
be not fo? And, therefore, neither he, nor any of 
his Followers, can be offended with any free In- 
quiries on this Head, provided they are fab and can- 
did. On the contrary, their very Manner of Acting 
ſeems to befpeak them ; they have themfelves brought 

their Caufe before the Publick, and in this they have 
certainly acted very reafonably ; for, if they are in 
the Right, the more nice and critical fuch Inquiries 
ate, fo much the better. Truth and Virtue never 
fuffer by being examin’d with the moft inquifitive 
Exaétnefs; and, as to Religion, we have no Way of 
knowing what is properly fo called, but by bringing 
it to fuch a Trial. 

Bur the Doétrines of Mr. Whitfield are of a very 
publick Nature, and the Difcourfes of his Difciples 
{uch as might naturally beget the publick Attention ; 
we fee that they have alfo had their Effect. The 
Preacher hath drawn together a numerous Audience ; 
his Journies throughout England have anfwered the 
Ends he propofed ; Multirudes have accepted the In- 
Vitations given them by his Friends; and, as things 
now fland, we muft either disbelieve our Ears and 
our Eyes, or we muft agree in acknowledging that 
Mr. Whitfield’s Proceedings deferve the publick No- 
tice; or, in other Words, that it imports the Pub- 





lick very much to be informed what his true Defigns 
are. 

Tuere feems to be the greater Need of this 
on Account _of the Variety of Opinions which are 
already publifhed concerning him. Some fpeak of 
him as a Perfon infpived, as a Man of great Abilities 
and profound Learning ; others as pofitively fay 
that he is an Enthufiaft, one of a very ordinary 
Capacity, and of very little Learning. We are told 
by his Difciples, that he is a true Preacher of Righte- 
oufnefs; that he is a fincere Labourer in Chriſt's 
Vineyard ; and that his main Defign is to revive 
the true Doétrines of the Church of England, and 
to reftore them to their ancient Luftre. Thoſe who 
oppofe him fay the very reverfe ot thefe Things ; 
they alledge, that he has imbibed fome Fanatical 
Notions, wnich have put him upon difturbing the 
Peace of the Church, and that he is engaged in a 
very pernicious Defign, viz. That of perfuading the 
People, that unlefs they liften to his Doétrine, they 
cannot attain Salvation. To thefe Reafons of a 
publick Nature, I beg Leave to add the Importunity 
of fome Correfpondents which have made this Paper 
neceflary, as it fhall be my Endeavour to make it 
ufeful. 

In the firft Place I muft take Notice, that who- 
ever confiders Mr. Whitfield’s Condu& wiil be necel- 
farily led to inquire on what Foundation it is built ? 
To this I think there hath not as yet been any {fatif- 
— Anfwer giyen. If it be faid, that this 
Preacher is influenced by fome Impulfe of the Di- 
vine Spirit, then I fhould think this ought to be 
accompanied with fome clear and diftinét Proof. As 
God is the Creator of the Soul and Body, he may 
operate, without Queftion, if he pleafes, on the for- 
mer, in fuch a Manner as that he who feels the Op:- 
ration in his Soul may be convinced that it comes 
from God. I fay, he may do this, becaufe all things 
are poflible with him. But then another Man can 
have no Evidence of his Neighbour’s Infpiration but 
by Miracles, which are the natural Proots of it efta- 
blifh’d by Scripture, and allowed by Reafon. As to 
the Veracity of the Perfon who may affirm that he 
is infpired, this is no fufficient Proof, becaufe Men 
of great Worth have been ftrangely miftaken in this 
Point; and, therefore, tho” others may know that 


.they are not miftaken, yet their Affertion cannot 


make thofe to whom they fpeak know it ; and, with- 
out knowing it, they ought not, they cannot believe 
it. Indeed it may be faid, that on the Preaching of 
fuch an infpired Perfon, the Spirit of God may ope- 
rate alfo on the Minds of fome of his Hearers; but 
then thefe are all diftin& Revelations, and fo many 
clear Proofs that a Man's afferting himfelf to be in- 
fpired is no fufficient Warrant for another Man to 
think that he is fo. I do not fay that Mr. Whitfield 
himfelf claims to be a Prophet, or chat he is aflerted 
to be fuch by his Difciples; bur inafmuch as they 
have ufed Expreffions which have a Tendency that 

Way, and as they cannot but know thar all Pretenccs 
of this Sort afford much Matter of Triumph to rhe 
“Eniemies of the Chriftian Faith, it is hoped they will 
either {peak explicitly on this Head for the future, 
or that, they will fay nothing of it at all, burt endea- 
vour to juftify the Conduct of their Reader from 
Reafon and the Word of God. 

WITH refpeé to Reafon: No Man who-has read 
the Gofpel attentively, and confider’d the Evidence 
for the Chriftian cane impartially, but will allow, 
that it is in all Refpeéts rational, and that of Con- 
fequence nothing can be more reafonable than for a 
Man dul — to exhort others to the finccre 
Belief of, and a ftri€t Obedience to the Law given 
by Chrift. But then this can be done no otherwile 
by a Layman than in occafional Converfations, or by 
Writing, which wasthe Method Mr. Neſſen took, and 
Mr. Boyle, with many others I might mention. But 
it may be ask’d, why a Layman might not difcourfe 
publickly on fuch important Topicks? To which I 
anfwer ; becaufe it would be apparently improper, 
it would be invading the Othce of others ; it would 
be aGing our of Pharadter, and expofing fuch 
Doétrines and Difcourfes, as might be excellent in 
their Kiad, to Milapprehenfion and ftrong Pre- 
judices, by taking fo odd a Method in delivering 
them ; becaufe every Man who heard them would b:

fo become a regular Preacher ? or, being not regularly 
qualihed, why does he preach? It is no Aniwer 0 
this to fay, that Laymen among the Quakers preach 3 
or that the Teachers in other Congregations, are 
held to be mere Laymen by the Members of the 
Eftablifhed Church: For the former is fil! a Quaker, 
and the latter a Teacher ; fo that we know on what 
Principles they preach. 

Ir Reafon therefore doth not juftify a Layman in 
exercifing his Gifts in this Manner, then it fhould 
feem that it will nor juftify a Clergyman in preao in 
in any other Way chan that Church allows from 
whence he derives his Orders: For if its Difcipline 
isunreafonable, why did the Preacher fubmit to ic? 
If ic is reafonable, why does he revolt from ic? 
if the former was an inconfiderate AGion, may it 
not be doubred whether the latrer is not fo too? 
Some of Mr. Whitfield’s Followers have been yery 
free with the Clergy ; they treat rhem in general as 
Men not over careful in cheir Callings, and who do 
not always pay a proper Regard to their Function, 
Shall we believe this becaufe they fay it? Whar chen 
muft we fay tothe Clergy? They tell us, that Mr. 
W bitfield promifed Obedience to his Diocefan, and all 
his legal Superiors, in the moft folemn Manner, in 
the Face of God and hisChurch. Mr. Wbitfield’s 
Practice does not feem to tell us this. He certainly 
preaches, withour a Licence, againft the Rules of the 
Church ; and, which is fomething too, among con- 
fiderate Men, againft the Laws ot the Land. Me- 
thinks this is an Offence of the fame Nature with that 
charg’d by his Followers upon the Clergy, and at 
leaft as fully made out; one would imagin= therefore: | 
that fome Apology is neceflary ; and, I profefs, I 
think there muft be a good deal faid before this cau 
be fet in a clear Light. , 

WiTH refpeét to the Word of God ; there hath 
been a great deal faid in Defence of this new 
Preacher, as if his Conduct was perfeétly confiftent 
therewith ; bur, even on this Head, there remains 
fome Doubts, even ferting afide that Obedience 
which, in Confequence of his Ordination to the 
Prieſthood, he owes to the Eftablifhed Church. For, 
tho’ it be true, chat the Scripture furnithes us with 
many Examplcs of Preaching on Commons ; for the 
Defertsin Judea were no other; yet, it is nor clear, 
that any one of thefe Examples comes up to Mr. 
Whitfeld's Cafe. The Prophets under the old Law, 
Fobn the Bapsift, the Fore-runner of the sew Chrift, 
and all his Apoftles, taught by Divine Commitlion, 
and did not teach till they had given Evidence of 
their having fuch a Commiffion. Befides, the Jatrer 
taught a new Religion, and openly profefs'd that 
they came to abolifh the old one. Such Profeffions 
requir’d an extraordinary Commiffion. As for Mr. 
Whitfield, he docs not pretend to any fuch Defign , 
he affirms, he teaches no new Religion ; he afferts, 
that he is a true Member of the Church of England: 
How then comes he to find fuch Powers in the Word 
of God as other Members of the. Church of England 
cannet find? Or how comes his Followers,. i they 
are indeed his Followers, to think themfelves at Li- 
berty-to maletreat the Clergy of the Church of Enp- 
land in a Body, to reprefent them to their refpe Bive 
Ficcks, and tothe whole World in general, as wicked 
and irreligious Men ? Sure there is fomething very 
fingular in: this ; and, to fpeak plainly, fome:hing 
inconfifent? If che Church of England is a true 
Chriftian.Church, why do thefe Men oreat her thus ? 
If fhe is not fo, how comes the enlighten’d Mr. 
Whitfield to boa of his being a Member of this 
Church ? 

1 will conclude this Paper with obferving, that no 
Man ever had fairer Play than Mr. bitfield and his 
Followers, which is much to the Honour of our 
Cooftitution in Church and State. If he had taken 
up this Method of Teaching in any other Gountryin 
Europe, Proteftant or Papijh, he would have met with

Powers. Out of Britain, the aflembling ot Twenty 
or Thirty Thoufand Pcople, ory fuppole it ealy Ten 
or Five Thoufand, to hear Prayers and Strmon, 
would have been theught too unaccountable. a thing 
to have been long connived at, for Fear, that when 
thefe Affemblics were once thoroughly eflablithed, 
fome anlook’d-for, fome unexpeéted Uſe might be 


apt to fay, why did not this Man qualify himfelf, and | made of them, Here, however, it has been quite 


other- 
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ptherwie: The Civil Magiftrate hath been paflive ; 
and even the Clergy, whom thefe Men have treated 
but very indifferently, have not exerted any Spiritual 
Power ; or, by exhibiting any Complaints, attempted 
to engage the Secular Armin their Favour. On the 
Whole, therefore, if, after a Time, whe Spirit of 
Metheodifrr fhould pats * as we have feen ſome 
other Tings of no very different Nature have done, 
we muft never impute it to Perfecu:ion. The Pub- 
lick is wt full Liberty to judge for itfeif; and the 
Points on which it is to yutge are fufficiently known ; 
and, therefore, whenever it fhall judge, I conccive 
their will be no Room left for an Appeal.
